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The INTRODUCTION: b. 
HE Intent of the Publication of this enſuing Paper and Letter, &c. us not 
to riflett on, or reproach the People called Quakers, or in contempt of 
their Principle : For God bath a People among them, many of whom 
have long been reviled, and falſly accuſed and;ſlandered, becauſe they 
have Conſcientiouſly refuſed ta Conform to Preſcriptions without Convitt ion, and are 
therefore termed Seperates, Stubborn, Cains, Judas's, Apoſtates; and what nor, 
that may makethem odious to honeſt Peojle? But this ts to manifeſt the Apoſtacy 
and Innovations of a few of them that are of the Foxonian Set [_the term, Fox- 
onion, is only for Diſtinftion] which love Preheminence, and term themſelves the 
Body and Elders, and the Church, and preſume to give Laws and Orders to others 
ro Conform to, or elſe be accounted Infidels, Rebels, &c. when it i evident, the 
Cauſe of their Raze againſt them ( they call Separates, &c.) u, becauſe they will 
not rebel againſt the Light in their own Hearts : So it ts thoſe that pretend themſelves 
the Church, Elders,&c. that would cauſe the. People to rebel. therefore it may be ſaid, 
they are like Teroboam the Son of Nebat, who made Iſrael to Sin. . Alſo c F. Fe, 
have manifeſted themſelyes to be Lo here's ( which Christ commanded ſhould-not be 
gone after ) as appears by their Letter herein, produced and pretended 4s a Di ſowning

Hndthat G,F's, &c. Univerſal Spirit they ſo often mention, us not that which 
Peter had, Acts 10, 24 which accepts all that fear God, and work Righteouſneſs but 
they hedge up the way to Acceptance with God, and leave no Entrance, but by theer 

Forms of Men and Womens: Meetings ;, contrary to Chriſt, who ſaid, lam the Way; ' 
&c. Alſo they aſcribe that to their Orders and Meetings which the Scripture aſcribes 
ro Chriſt. And G. F.&c. are ſo fond of Proſelites ro their Orders and Meetings, 
that notwithſtanding this Paper andJudgment ut ſo repugnant to their pretended Foun: 
Aation-Principle, yet they give not a word of ſharp Reproof to it in all their Letter, as 
the Apoſtle to the Galatians, Who hath bewitched you? But they, inffead thereof, 
give high Commendations:Therefere with Sorrow it may be ſaid, as formerly of Lipe- 

- ral Jeruſalem, ſo now of Jeruſalem from above, Her Adverſaries are the Chief, her 
Enemies prevail ; and Blindneſs is in part happened to Iſrael. This bath the Lord 
ſuffered to come topaſs, that no Fleſh ould glory in his Sight. Therefore he humbled 
nd fear before. Him,for their preſuming that they are Gods People, and that they 
have his. Wiſdom and Powen with them, therefore they-conclude, what they'do abt- as 
the Body or Church,is of God, and mu$t. ffand as hu Will and Counſel, and for want 
of his Power (which alone makes his Peeple willin ) hey fly to their pretended Church 
Power and Authority, and Saul-like, acſire to 4 we Honour before the/People ; but

J deſire to give up my whole Concern [. :her al Faith and Conſcience if requi- 
red, both Spiricual « Temporal, unto the Judgment of the Spirir of Godin the Wen 
E Womens Meetings: as believing it to be mozc accomding to the Univerſal Wisdom - 
of God, than any particular meaſure in my ſelf, o2 any particulars with which the 
Men © Womens-Yetings have not Unity.

© Spirit of God in their own Particulars, and to give up both their Spiritual and

© own Particulars. For how can the Men and Women in the Univerſal Spirit 
© receive that which is not given up from the Univerſal Spirit :. therefore all

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© the Stubborn and WiIful, that are againſt Men and Womens-Meetings, the Uni- 
© verſal Spirit: cannot receive that. And all are to give up to the Univerſal 
© Spirit in their own Particulars, in which Spirit they have Unity ayd Fellowſhip 
© without outward Subſcription, and to be led by the ſame Spirit, to fee their 

© Names written in H-aven in this Goſpel-day of Light and Life; and this is, 
© and was the Saints Teſtimony in che New- Covenant of Light and Life,and their 
© Heavenly Subſcription, which is above all outward Subſcriptions, both among 
©the Fews and Profeſſors, for the one ties them below, and the other ties them 
© above. And for any to ſay, They deſire to give up their whole Concerns, both Sp;- 
ritual and Temporal unto the Tudgment of the Spirit of God in Mens and Womens:

© Spirit of God have not Unity with, they are erred from their own Meaſures of 
© the Spirit of Cod ; but the Univerſal Spirit of God has Unity with the the leaft 
©Meaſure now, as it was in the Apoſtles days, who kept every one to their own 
'© Meaſures, which was both the great Rule and Line of the new Creature in the 
© B:lievers and Saints then, and fo with that the Univerſal Spirit in the Apoſtles 
© and Elders then had, and now have Unity. And therefore, dear Friends, we 
© know your Care and Fenderneſs of Truth, and that you aim at the beft Things, 
( Contrary to S. Criſp, who ſaid, the Paper was not only ili worded, but he believed 
*rwas ill meant) *©and have had much to do with ſome looſe Spirits there: 
© and therfore our Deſires are, that you would ſtop this Paper from going any 
© further, leſt ſome ſhould get Copies of it, and ſpread amongſt bad Spirits; and 
© keep in the general tender Spirit of God, that in Love you may anſwer the

As for the aforeſaid Paper from Barbadees, wherein is expreſt the Judgment 

of the Quarterly-Meeting, I rake it to be neither according to Scripture, nor the 

Principles of 1 ruth. 

And firſt, for Scripture ; By it you make void the New-Covenant , or Law 
written in the Heart. Of which it is ſaid, Heb. 8. 11. They ſhall not need to 
teach every Man his Brother, ſaying, Know the Lord, but all ſhall know me from the 
leaFt to the greareffF, And John 2. The Anomting which you have received of Him, 
abigeth in you, you need not any Man to teach you, but as that teacheth, &c. But 
ran Judgment contradicts theſe, Yzz. ( Give up your whole Concern, Spiritual and 

emporal, if required, unto the Spirit of God, ( as you ſay} in Men and Womens- 
Meetings, believing it to be more according to the Univerſal Wiſdom of God, than 
any particular in your ſelves, &c. But the Scripture ſaith, None kyow the Things 
of God, but the Spirit of God. And how ſhall any one know what the Meeting: 1e- 
quires is according to the Spirir of God, if not by a meaſure of it in themſelves? 
It is alſo fajd, If our Heart Cindemn us, God ts greater : but if that Coodemn us not, 


,then have we Confidence towards God, For if it pleaſe God to reveal any thing to 


any Particular, and the general deny, or diſown it, then that particular muſt de- 
ny Revelation, and give up to the general. According to this Doctrine, I can- 
not ſee how the Church ſhould ever be reſtored out of the Apoſtacy, unleſs God 
firſt reveal Himſelf to the general ; which ſeems to be contrary to His way of 
Manifeſtation to this very oay « For what muſt John have done with his Reve- 
lations and Meſlage to the Aſzar Churches, Sardis and Laodicia,who had a Name to 
Live,and were Dead ? And ſaid, they were rich, and encreaſed in Goods, and wanted 
nothing. They thought well of themſelves, (as you do) &had but few Names left 
( not the generality ) yet were miſtaken, and Apoſtatized, and reproved by a 
Particular. Now, according to your Judgment, John and the few Names ought 
to have given up to the general, and not to his particular Revelation. Alſoall * 
the Reformations ſince the ApoFacy, have been begun by Particulars, and oppo- 
ſed and perſecuted by the general; therefore it is not as you fay, moſt agreeing to 
the Wiſdom of God, to cleave to the Judgment of the general, but tothe particular 
Manifeſtation ; altho the Judgment general hath not Uni:y therewith. For if 
2 Particular may reprove the general, ſurely he ought to cleave to his particular 
Meaſure for his. own Belicf and Practice, altho the general have not Unity there- 
with : for what # not of Faith, ts Sin, much more what is contrary thereto. For 
if any Meeting requires one to do or believe contrary to their own Meaſure:who- 
ever obeys them. therein becomes a Servant to thoſe Perſons & Meetings : for his 
Servants ye are whom you obey, Hereby you call ſuch Men or Meetings your after 


. or Father, contrary to Chriſts Command. Oh Friends, ſtrain not at Grats, and 


ſwallow ſuch Camels | which the 82 ſeemed to have done. 
Thar ic is againſt the Principles of Truth, is plain enough, and needs: no 
proof: for by that we are taught to be guided by the Manifeſtaiion of Gods Spi- 
Tit in our own Hearts, to ſpeak and act as thereby inſtructed, and that the Judg- 
ment of Truth th rough a part of Chriſt's Memhers, cannot become a Bond on - 
others further than their Undcritandings are illuminated thereby, FR two

Poſitions the Judgment aforeſaid ſeems to contradict, Alſo read E, B, and 1/. 
Ps Works , or any antient Friends, they all direCt to the Light in our'own -. 
Hearts or Conſciences, as the only and ſufficient Guide and Leader : But your. - | 
Judgment. not only contradicts Scripture, and Friends Teſtimonies, but you have j/ 
given ſuch an unlimiced Power to Meetings, and not contented to give that to 
Men which never before was given ſince Proteftantiſm, but to Women alſo,.in 
which the Scripture is ſilent ; or what it-ſays is rather againſt their having any 
Power or Rule, but to be ſubject. Nay, this unlimiced Power was one of the 
heavy weights in the Pope's Yoke, that made it ſo uneaſy to Exglazd in times of * 
Popery ; neither can I find that ever in England, the Pope, or any Church,gained 
this point by all their Stratagems, Wars, &c. as you have granted, ( Yzz. the 
giving up all Spirituals and Temporals ) The Chriſtian-S-ate is ſaid to be a 
gl:rious Liberty, but your Judgment makes them Slaves and Vaſlals, and will 
cauſe any Underſtanding Men to avoid fubmitring to ſuch a Church that hath 
fo unlimited a Power ; 'tis much ſafer ſubmitting to a Church which makes the 
Scrip.ure their Rule; for thereby one may know what they may or can require of 
one, but yours, (after one hath given upall Spirituals,”c.) may ſtill require more 
wichout.meaſure, if you pretend or ſtamp fuch Requirings wich the Name of the 
Univerſal Spirit of God, as Experience teacheth, hath been too frequent. What 
is become of all our Proteſting Fore-fathers, according to your Judgment ? For 
you ſeem to have acquitted Kome of all their Blood, for they had not only the 
Judgment of the generality of the Church, but of the Magiſtracy andLaw - 
of the Nation againſt them, which was of greater Authority than your Womens 
Meetings,for which there is no Precept,Precedentnor Law,but againſt;vz. their 
Form and Power. I am aſhamed, that afcer all this Light and Knowledge pre- 
' tended, any ſhonld make ſuch a long ſtride towards Rome, which now is very un- 
ſeaſonable;for if but on2 more ſuch,I know nct but you may beth too ſoon:meet, 
and embrace each other, If any ſay we miſtake you, youdo not give vp to: 
the Meeting, but to the Spirit of God, &c. W. Pen's Adareſs, &c. and other

Men and Womens-Mce: ings, wi.hout Scrip.ure-Evidence, or manifeſtation by 
the Lignt in your ewa Hearts, can give you 2cceptance with God? wh n as 
Chriſt {aid to them that f.i.l they had Propheſied, and caſt our Dovi-s, and 
done many mighty Works in his Name, Depart, I kzow you not, &c. And chink 
you ſuch unwarrantable Requirings, and Implicit giving up, can ſtand you in. 
ſtead ? Nay, this Perſwalion cometh not of God, bur i. 1s tuifille, as was Pro- 
pheſied in Scripture, Some ſhall arife from among your ſelves, ſpeakeng perve ſe 
thin,s. Remember from oggoe ye are fallen, an1 return to the m2aſure of 
Truth in your own ſelves, and ariſe and depart from ſuch Jn-'gmen s. for f:a: it 
be fulfilled on you, 2s was ſaid againſt ſome cf old, Wyer they knew God, they vl: - 
rifi d Him not as God, they became vain in their Imaginations, and their foolsſh 
hearts were darkened, Therefore I pray be not ſo ſoon moved and toſſed up and 
down by theſe windy Arbitrary and Implicit Judgm: nts cf men, who have meis 
Perſons and Orders in Admira.ion, becauſe of Advantage ; fer ſuch ſerve not 
Chriſt, but themſelves: but mind you the Truth in your own kearts, and ac- 
cording as the Apoſtle ſaid, Ler every one be fully rerſwaded in his own Mind. You 
muſt anſwer for your ſelves to God, when it ſhall he ſaid, Who required theſe things 
at your hands ? Will any Men or Women, or outward written Orcers, have greater 
Force than Moſes and the Prophets ? Nay, but as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, are the Sons of God ; this Spirit Chriſt ſaid he would ſend, 
ſhould be in them. 

Foraſmuch as the foregoing 'Letter of G. F. &c. to Berbadoes was produced, 
as a proof of their denial of the ſaid Paper, I obſerve therein, That they are 
more afraid of its Publication, than aſhamed cf the -Mazter, and do more object 
the ſubſcribing the Paper, than owning that Principle; (Viz, giving up all to 
them) as appears by their Words, If s ſheuld come into the Hands of Oppoſers, 
&c. they would ſay we ſet up Arbitrary Power, Implicit F aith,&Cc. (but they ſay not 
ſo) which are the plain tendency thereof. | 

But it is needful to know what they mean by the Univerſal Spirit, being that 
is ſooften menttoned. I take ir to be the Opinion or Judgment of the Ruling. 
Party ( or Foxontions) among the Quakers ; becauſe they exclude thoſe whoop- 
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poſe their Orders, as being Apoſtates, and gone out from the Univerſal Spirit. 


AlWoI take this Spirit of cheirs not to be the Univerſal Spirit of God, but a 
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private ſelfiſh Spirit of their own : becauſe they ſay, As for the Stxbborn and Wi. 
ful, that are againſt Men and Womens-Meetings, the Umuerſal Spirit cannot re- 
. reivethat, Now thoſe they term Sraubborr, &c, are not againſt Mens and Wo- 
mens-Meetings, but differ about the Form and Power thereof ; they: _ 
againſt Women having Meetings apart from the Men, when they have no buſineſs 
requires it : not againft them. in Cities, great Towns and Places, where they live 
near together,and Occaſions require, but where they Irveremote from each other, 
and have no buſineſs. Alſo the Form of Marriages, &c. This is great part of the 
difference, and the Caſe of thoſe Perſons, G.F. &c. term Apoſt ates, Bad Spirits, 
&c, Andy. F. &c. fays, The Univer ſal Spirit cannot receive that, I ſhall ſhew by 
Teſtimonies of Scripture and Friends , that notwithſtanding Differences, 
yet Chriſtians ought to receive each other, and walk in Love a: Brethren. | 
E. Burrough ſays, Notwithſtanding their difference in Tudgment, whether 5n Ca- 
ſes Subſtantial or Ceremonial, yet they were ſtill to be in Love and Unity, pag, $59. 
And every one to mind the Teachings of the Spirit in himſelf. Hereby you may* 
ſee that E. B. could receive in Love, and walk in Unity with ſuch as differed in 
Caſes Subſtantial : which isas high a difference as any about Womens Meetings 
can be. | 
Alſo W. Pen ſaith ( Addreſs to Proteſtants, p. 70.) I cannot ſee how ſuch Men 
can excuſe themſelves from great rm &c. who deny thoſe Perſons to be 
Memibers of ChrisPs Church,that in Conſcience refuſe to ſubſcribe any other Draught 
than their Lord hath given them. Then how can G. F. &c, excuſe themſelves, 
who ſay, Thoſe that be againſt Womens. Meetings, the Univerſal Sjir t cannot re- 
ceive ? Unleſs G. F. &c. prove that ſuch Diſſenters have had their Form of Wo- - 
mens-Meetings from the Lord. And G. F.&c. muſt admit them Members of 
- Chriſts Church, or prove they refuſe that which the Lord hath given them ; or 
elſe G. F. &c. are inexcufable, and condemnable by their own Teſtimonies- . 
Alfo 2 Pet. 1. 5. Give all diligence thereunto: add to Faith, Vertue, Knowledge, 
Temperance, Patience, Godlineſs, Brotherly-Kinaneſs, Love : for if theſe things be 
in Jon, and abound, ye ſhall not be unfruitful, nor barren, &c.——Wherefore give all 
dili;ence to make your Calling and Eletftion ſure : for if ye dothefe things, Yejpat me- . 
ver fail; for an Entrance ſhall be miniſtred- unto you into the Everlaſting Kyn#dork. 
Now I appeal to any ſober Chriſtian, Whether all theſe Qualifications may not- 
be in one, and yet conſcientiouſly diſſent from a Form of Marriaze, or Womens- 
Meetings, as order'd by G. F. If it can be, as Iam ſure it may, that one mzy be 
ſo qualified and aſſiſted by Gods Spirit, as to attain theſe Vettyes expreſſed by 
the Apoſtle Peter, and not comply wich G. P's Womens-Meetings ; then a ſure 
entrance is made into the -Everlaſting King:om, and they are received by the”

Fruit does appear, as in this their Judgment, yet he can ſay to them, becauſe they 
own his Form, and Womens-Mectings, We know your Care, and that you aim at 
the beſt things. $0 that to give up to his Orders, tho contrary to their own 
meaſures, ſeems by him, termed the beſt Things, and they are mazifeſtly declared 
the Epiſtle of Chris,” wrote with the Spirit of the Living God, &c, Whereby he 
ſeems to place more Vertue and Power in conforming to his Orders of Womens 
Meztings,&c.than in all Faith and Fruits of the Spirit,expreſſed in the Scripture. 
And where-ever G. F. mentions the Univerſal Spirit, I take him he meanes the 

Spirit that ſet up, and adores thoſe Xeerings, and perſecutes all ſuch who cannot 
for Conſcience ſake conform thereto. Now Chriſt ſaid, Whatever you would an= 

ther ſhould do unto you, that do unto them. Love thy Neighbour a thy far &c. This 
is the true Univerſal Spirit, to deſire no more Liberty nor Shfrity from another 

than one would be content to allow them; and Impoſe no more on another; 
than one would have them Impoſe on ones ſelf. G. F. &c.. once cryed for Lis 
berty of Conſcience;none mult pzrform any Worſhip, but as taught and kd thereinto. 
by the Light in their own Hearts : but having gathered a People to themſelves, 

now ( ſay they) Submit to your Elders : and if not Conform to his Orders (for 

Conſcience ſake) then Wilful, Srubborn, out of the Univer ſal Spirit and Truth,Enes. 
mies, Rebels, accurſed from all Eternity, &c.. 

Andit appears that the Subſcribers and G. F. &c. do differ : for he ſays, This 
would make the Belief which ts in- the Light, and the meaſure of the Spirit in their 
own particulars, not one with the Univerſal (i.e. G.F's) Spirit, &c. Indeed ſo 
it doth ;z for there be many that believe in the Light, and meaſure of the Spirit, 
and its Sufficiency, that are not one with &. F*s, &c. Impoſing Spirit, which he 
calls Univerſal, but againſt it ; altho the true Univerſal Spirit of Chriſt, and in 
all His, hath now, as formerly, Unity wich the leaſt meaſure in any Member, tha 
for Conſcience fake, they may be ofa differing apprehenſion in ſome things ;

This is-here inſerted, that all who read or hear it, may fear, and beware of 
taking the Name of the Lord in vain. Alſo of having G. F. or any Perſons, or 
their Qrders in Admiration, as this $. E. and others his Breti1ren and Preachers 
of G. F's Party have fo frequently done, as appears by ihe Titles they have 
given G.F. Viz. One greater than Moſes, a Prophet inaeed, ——— It was ſaid of 
Chriſt, he was in the World, the World was made by Him, and the World knew Him 
mot ; ſo it maybe ſaid of this true Propher, whom John ſaid he was -aot, 'but thou 
ſhalt feel this Prophet one day, as beavy as a Milſtene. upon thee, andthough the 
World knoweth him not, yet he « known. | 

Alſo G. F. hathbeen ſtiled, The Father of many Nations, whoſe Life hath 
reached to us thy Children, even to the Tſles afar off, whoſe Being and Habitatien'is 
in the Power of the Higheſt, in which thou Rules and Governs in Righteouſneſs, and 
thy Kingdom is E Nablihed in Peace, and the Encreaſe thereof 1s without End, © 

Theſe and many more have been given him, which I do not underſtand that 
he diſowned or teſtified againſt, but rather owned and approved of them, as it 
ſeems to appear by his cauſing, or at leaſt ſuffering thoſe Expreſſions, &c. to be 
Communicated to others, See alſo a Blaſphemous and Idolatrous Letier in p. 7 
of 5th. BABELS, &c. Now theſe have been covered, Juſtified, or excuſed, but 
others that conſcientiouſly diſſent from their Ceremonies, they are perſecuted 
- with Rigour and falſe Accuſations. Oh Was ever grezter Partiality and reſpect 
of Perſons from ſuch high Pretenders to Chriſtianity! And if Trees may be 
known by their Fruits, theſe are evil Ones. Therefore dear Friends, be ſepa- 
rate from theſe unclean things, for ſuch Piinciples and Practices, are Babylons 
Brats (who ys to be made naked to the ſhame of her Lovers) and happy ſhall 
thoſe be who daſh them againſt the Stones, but wo to them that give ſuck ro, and 
nouriſh them. Think me not your Enemy, becauſe [ deal plainly wich you, for 
it is in Love to Truth, and abhorrence of Impoſition, unlimited Power, Impli- 
Cit, blind, and unacceptable Obedience, I delire the Lord to give you to krow 
what.is his good and acceptable Will. Recommending you to the Spirit of 
Grace inyour own Hearts, whereby you may be preſerved bl:meleſs in this 
crooked Generation. To God only be Glory and Eternal Honour for ever.
